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GUI Board Simplifies Phase II Rehab 
By Cutting Heating, Window Options

After discussing for more 
than an hour the procedural 
rules of member participation 
on non-agenda items at regu¬ 
lar board meetings (see adja¬ 
cent article) the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc, Board of Directors 
attempted to cut back its 
agenda to items that needed 
immediate decisions. But only 
one out of seven could be post¬ 
poned; the financial report was 
rescheduled for July 30. 

Reluctantly, the board voted to 
delete from Phase II Rehabilita¬ 
tion some member options. Mem¬ 
bers will not be able to have op¬ 
tional windows or rehab of old 
windows done under the general 
contract or financed under the Na¬ 
tional Consumers Cooperative 
Bank (NCCB) loan. 

In a similar move, the board 
removed heating options from un¬ 
der the Phase II contract and fin¬ 
ancing, Thus members who do 
not want the standard windows, 
vinyl covered sliders, or electric 
baseboard heat must now make 
their own arrangements both to 
have the work done and financed. 
Management was directed in both 
cases to help these members by 
seeking the best possible financing 
for both these options. Later, if 
NCCB funds are available, mem¬ 
bers may be able to use that 
source of financing for options. 

Management felt strongly the 
need to simplify the program. For 
the small percentage of members 
who desire options, the over-all 
administrative costs, should their 
options be included, would double. 
General Manager Tim Mitter 
summed up the advantages: “The 
simpler the program, the better 
the work and lower the cost.*' 

Economies of time and dollars 
convinced the majority of the 
board, even though earlier policy 
had called for these options to 
be included. Only Wayne Willi¬ 
ams voted against both motions;

Fishing at Greenbelt Lake 
Temporarily Suspended 

This past winter and spring, 
the City of Greenbelt undertook 
some steps to increase Greenbelt 
Lake's natural beauty and its liv¬ 
ability for wildlife. The last step 
in the process took place earlier 
this summer. This was the stock¬ 
ing of the lake by the fish hatch¬ 
ing program of Maryland’s Wild¬ 
life Administration with over 17,- 
000 finger ling bass. 

Because the fish are fingerling 
and in order to protect and give 
them a chance to grow into larger 
game fish, the City, at the request 
of the Wildlife Administration, 
has decided to prohibit fishing in 
the lake this year. Appropriate 
signs have been posted as a re¬ 
minder. The City hopes that all 
local fisherman will refrain from 
fishing in the lake this year so 
that good fishing will be insured 
in future years. 


Member Participation in Board 
Meetings Stirs Up Discussion: 

To Speak or Not to Speak, There’s the Rub

Discussion waxed hot at the July 9 Greenbelt Homes board 
meeting as board and members discussed recommendations from 
the Audit Committee on conduct of Board meetings. The ques¬ 
tion was not whether members should give input during board 
discussions of agenda items — the consensus was that members 
always had taken part in such debate and should continue to 
do so — but hew to conduct the “Visitors and Members” item 
at the start of every regular board agenda. Some maintained 
that this item had been allowed to take up too much time at 
regular meetings, while others felt that there had been no prob¬ 
lem. However, the matter had produced a big enough head of 
steam for a discussion that consumed over an hour. 


“The last president of Green¬ 
belt Homes conducted the visitors 
and members portion of the board 
meetings in a very free style; then 
in June the chair changed. The 
new president is just as rigid as 
the former was loose," said board 
member Joe Jenkins at the July 9 
Board of Directors meeting. “The 
change has shocked and angered 
me.” Jenkins was expressing the 
opinion and the feeling of the New 
Directions board members and 
many of those members who reg¬ 
ularly attend and participate in 
the almost weekly Thursday night 
board meetings. 

“I am not happy running such a 
tight meeting,” new president Jim 
Smith responded. He apologized 
for the necessity to do so at the 
first two meetings following the 
election, which had returned him 
to that position after two years. 
He read aioud from Roberts Rules 
of Order concerning “decorum in 
debate,” and the chair’s responsi¬ 
bility to maintain decorum. He 
explained that the first meeting 
of the new term had been the first 
open board meeting after GHI 
had been found to be in contempt 
of court throughout 1980. Mem¬ 
bers were making inflammatory 
statements, he explained. “There 
was a great deal of tension in the 
audience.” 

Smith listed the kinds of con-

duct that occurred that evening — 
the same list that the president 
should not tolerate under Roberts 
Rules. He continued that what was 
being said had caused his abrupt 
handling of some members. “I 
want full and free member parti¬ 
cipation,” Smith emphasized, “but 
I insist that I have the responsi¬ 
bility to keep the meeting in or¬ 
der.” 

iApparently Smith was follow¬ 
ing the advice of his predecessor^ 
Don Volk, who said in his farewell 
statement: “I have not been as 
firm as I should in running the 
meetings, I have allowed certain 
remarks to be made and impolite 
attitudes on the part of Board 
members and it has gotten to the 
point where I hope the next Pre¬ 
sident will take a firmer stand 
right from the beginning.”) 

Audit Committee 

A majority report read by 
Chairman Katherine Keene made 
four recommendations: 1) Adjust 
agenda order if members have 
come for a specific agenda item; 
2) request names of those who 
wish to address the Board on oth¬ 
er matters and their subject; 3) 
generally limit members to 3 min¬ 
utes unless the chair rules other¬ 
wise, and limit the visitors and 
members portion of the agenda to 
30 minutes; and 4) refer to com¬ 
mittee or management and place

FOUR INCUMBENTS PLAN TO RUN 
IN CITY ELECTION SEPTEMBER 15 


Four of the five current city councilmen have indicated 
their intention to run for another two-year term in the municipal 
election on Tuesday, September 15. Councilman Charles Schwan, 
who has served since 1971, will not be a candidate. 


Mayor Gil Weidenfeld is the 
first candidate, followed by Ed 
James, to file the necessary nomi¬ 
nating papers with city clerk 
Gudrun Mills. The deadline for 
nominations and financial state¬ 
ments, together with a written 
acceptance of the nomination, is 
Monday, August 3 at 5 p.m. 

Anyone wishing to run for city 
council must obtain at least 50 
qualified voters to sign a nomina¬ 
tion petition form, which may be 
obtained from the city clerk. 

Members of council receive a 
salary of $2,900 per year; the 
mayor, $3,400. 

Registration 

Citizens may register at the city 
offices during regular office hours, 
Monday through Friday, from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Also the city clerk 
has arranged for on-site registra¬ 
tion from now until the books 
close at three additional places: 
Greenbelt Homes office on Hamil¬ 
ton PL, Greenbriar and Springhill 
Lake Community Buildings. (See 
city ad for more information.) 
Weather permitting, voter regis¬ 
tration will be held at the Green¬ 
briar pool on Saturday, July 25. 

Persons who cannot register at 
those times may request a voter 
registration form by writing to 
the City Clerk, 25 Crescent Road. 
(See city ad for more informa¬ 
tion.) The last day to register will 
be August 17. 

Once registered, citizens need 
not reregister as long as they live 
here continuously and have voted 
in at least one of the two previous 
regular city elections. Persons 
who have never registered here 
or who have moved out of town 
and then moved back or who 
have, missed voting in the last 
two general elections, must regis¬ 
ter again. 

Voting Qualifications 

Citizens must meet the follow¬ 
ing qualification requirements in 
order to register in person or by 
mail: 

1* United States citizen. 

2. 18 years of age as of Septem¬ 
ber 15, 1981. 

3. Domiciled within the corpo¬ 
rate limits of the City of Green¬ 
belt. 

4. Of sound mind. 

The city Charter defines “domi¬ 


cile” as the dwelling place which 
the voter intends as a permanent 
home. 

As in the past, the News Re¬ 
view wall publish biographies of 
announced candidates as they are 
received.

WEIDENFELD 

A graduate engineer and an at¬ 
torney, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld has 
served ten years on the Green¬ 
belt City Council. He is presently 
serving his second term as mayor 
and served two terms as mayor 
Pro-tem. He was recently elected 
as a vice president of the Mary¬ 
land Municipal League (MML) 
for the third consecutive year 
and is serving on the MML’s 
Board of Directors for the fifth 
consecutive year. 

Weidenfeld is a past president 
of the Prince Georges County 
Municipal Association (PGMA) 
and has served five years on the 
PGMA as the “Outstanding Mu¬ 
nicipal Official of Prince Georges 
County” for 1976-1977. 

Weidenfeld also serves on the 
Board of Directors of the Wash¬ 
ington Metropolitan Council of 
Governments (COG) and has ser¬ 
ved on COG’s Public Safety Poli¬ 
cy Committee. 

A Supervisory Patent Exam¬ 
iner for the U.S. Patent Office, 
Weidenfeld has earned numerous 
governmental awards for out¬ 
standing performance, special a- 
ehievement and for work of out¬ 
standing quality. 

In 1969 Weidenfeld earned a 
law degree, Doctor of Jurispru¬ 
dence, from Catholic University 
in Washington, D.C. In 1960 he 
received a degree in engineering 
from Rutgers University in New 
Jersey. He is a member of the 
Maryland Bar, the D.C. Bar and 
the United States Supreme Court 
Bar. 

Weidenfeld, a 16-year resident 
of Greenbelt, lived in Springhill 
Lake for eight years and has 
resided in Boxwood Village for 
eight years. His wife, Muriel, 
has been involved in numerous 
community activities in Green¬ 
belt, The Weidenfelds have two 
daughters, Sharon and Ellen, 
both students at Prince Georges 
Community College.

Background Information 

To the Editor: 

I totally agree with Ms, Hazel 
U. Wilson’s open letter to the GHI 
Board that appeared in the July 
16 issue of the News Review. On 
the specific discussion topic of the 
committee report on block home 
insulation and siding, I was quite 
surprised by the comments by 
some Board and Audit Committee 
members as well as some GHI 
members in the audience that 
amounted to a personal attack 
against me as the committee 
chairman rather than addressing 
the specific points of the report. 

Some background information 
is useful here: (1) The submission 
was required in less than one 
week in order to give the Board 
the report at the next Board 
Meeting given the new deadline 
for Board member information 
packet mailing. (2) If the Board 
did not act on the topic at the 
next Board meeting, the National 
Consumer Cooperative Bank could 
have required that we do the 
study using outside consultants at 
a cost of thousands of dollars to 
the membership. 

In this situation, as committee 
chairman, I had planned to outline 
the necessary calculations to the 
Staff Architect the Sunday follow¬ 
ing the Board Meeting and have 
a meeting of the committee to 
discuss the results the following 
week after management had done 
the calculations. However, since 
the calculations took longer than 
expected, there was insufficient 
time to have both a committee 
meeting and still meet the dead¬ 
line. This does not mean that the 
nontechnical committee members 
will not still have a chance for 
input since a meeting of inter¬ 
ested block home members with 
the committee to discuss the cur¬ 
rent status of the block home re¬ 
habilitation program is planned 
for later this summer. 

What was truly irritating in 
this case was that Board and Au¬ 
dit Committee members had 5 
days after they received the report 
to voice any objections to me over 
either the results or the procedure 
used. There was only silence un¬ 
til the Board meeting when a 
number of members engaged in 
what is best described as an at¬ 
tempt to score points in what they 
considered to be a political game. 
There was even an attempt to pre¬ 
arrange a tabling of discussion of 
the report. This could have been 
a costly delay for the reason 
given here. 

During my involvement with 
GHI over the past three years as 
a committee member, committee 
chairman and now as a Board 
member, a major concern for me 
has been to have for the first time 
a technically competent Board 
that could help GHI overcome the 
consequences of nearly a genera¬ 
tion of structural neglect. I have 
never viewed my position on the 
Board as a place for any personal 
ambition or advancement beyond 
a very welcome retirement from 
the Board after GHI has finished 
the rehabilitation program and 
sound future planning is imple¬ 
mented.

Another men s dance, 
the “Tiroler Holzhacker Baum,” 
concerning the daily work of the 
woodcutter, was performed by two 
dancers using a Jog, two axes and 
an old-fashioned two-man saw. 
The dancers alternately performed 
a shoe-slapping rhythm, sawed, 
and chopped. 

Most beautiful of all was the 
"Wedding Dance.” With each of 
the 10 dancers holding a ribbon¬ 
decked wreath, the company went 
through lovely, graceful move¬ 
ments. This had been performed 
at the recent wedding of two 
troupe members. 

As a finale, the company invited 
the audience to participate in a 
"Jagermarsch.” This "Hunter's 
March" was fun once the simple 
steps were mastered and 20 or 
more couples soon waltzed hap¬ 
pily around the Center. 

During the course of the pro¬ 
gram, a green Tyrolean hat was 
passed from man to man. The hat 
which belongs to Bob Bach, was 
almost covered with pins from the 
Bavarian and Alpine sections of 
Europe, One performer, A1 
Chock, who is of Chinese-Ha- 
waiian descent, had lived in Ger¬ 
many and Austria. He enjoys the 
dancing and has been with the 
company for over a year.

At its regular meeting of July 13, 1981, the City Council of 
Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolu¬ 
tion Number 1981-3 (Resolution No. 488); and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION NUMBER 1981-3 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF 
ARTICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARY¬ 
LAND (1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORA¬ 
TION-MUNICIPAL,” SUBTITLE “HOME RULE,” TO 
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 OF 
THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS SECTION 4, TITLE “CREATION; QUALI¬ 
FICATIONS: COMPENSATION” TO PROVIDE A SALARY 
OF $3,400 PER ANNUM FOR THE MAYOR AND $3,000 FOR 
EACH OF THE OTHER MEMBERS OF COUNCIL 

The above Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Mary¬ 
land, according to the terms of the amendment, in all re¬ 
spects to be effective and observed as such, upon the 21st 
day of September, 1981 (the beginning of the new term of 
the City Council to be elected September 15, 1981), unless 
on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be 
the 22nd day of August, 1981, there shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it 
by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twen¬ 
ty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the reg¬ 
ular election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the 
above Charter amendment be submitted on referendum to 
the voters of the City of Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution is post¬ 
ed in the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with 
the requirements of Sectiion 13(d) of Article 23A of the 
Annotated Code of Maryland, and may be obtained from the

Margaret Hogensen opposed the 
window option change. Both felt 
they could not make such chang¬ 
es; the others felt they had no 
choice. (Don Volk was absent.) 

Emergency Boiler Work 

The board approved an expen¬ 
diture of $7,580 for some long-de¬ 
layed maintence work on boilers 
in three units - 18 Ridge (frame), 
25 Parkway and #23 Laurel Hill. 
The county will not allow GHI to 
fire up those boilers until the work 
is done. The county has apparent¬ 
ly given GHI its final, one-year 
waiver on the remaining boiler 
work. GHI, in turn, has written 
out a time-schedule for decom¬ 
missioning the old heating plants 
over the next year. 

Tree-cutting 

The board approved a $5000 ex¬ 
penditure to have its eastern 
boundary line marked. GHI has 
been making an extra effort to 
bring its tree-cutting program in¬ 
to compliance with the State For¬ 
estry Department's requirements 
for the special tax break GHI has 
been receiving on 80 acres of for¬ 
ested land. Management does 
not want trees cut down on the 
wrong side of the boundary. (The 
adjacent land owners are Reiner, 
Ammerman and Lerner, Trustees.) 

Roof Replacement 

A new contract for an improved 
style of roofing for flat top units 
was approved for 4-E Crescent 
($9,500) and 30-A-D Ridge ($8,700). 
Complicating the issue was a pre¬ 
vious contract with another com¬ 
pany for a different type roof (at 
times unsuccessful in the past) 
for almost twice the money ($16,- 
000 for a 4-unit row.) The board 
took management’s advice to ne¬ 
gotiate out of the first contract 
for about $2,500. 

Vinyl Siding 

The board ,again reluctantly, 
voted to tighten up the selection 
process for vinyl siding to be used 
on frame homes by approving a 
management recommendation. The 
staff architect will develop the 
color scheme to be used based as 
much as possible on previous col¬ 
or surveys. Members may select 
an alternative color on a 2-unit 
basis and in consultation with the 
architect to coordinate colors used 
within a court. 

Inspectors Now on Site 

On director Frank Gervasi’s re¬ 
quest, management outlined im¬ 
provements made in the rehab 
procedures. Gervasi wanted broad¬ 
er use of inspection stickers to 
increase accountibility and t© 
better inform members. Staff ar¬ 
chitect Stan Sersen said that pro¬ 
posal has been accepted and is 
now being used. 

Gervasi had also asked that sub¬ 
contractors be required to have a 
foreman in each court to handle 
problems at the job site. Gary 
Morningstar responded that re¬ 
structuring the responsibilities of 
GHI’s inspectors has solved the 
kind of problems that concerned 
Gervasi. The inspector goes to 
the court first, now, and stays on 
site. He is the person who deals 
with individual members. GHI 
will be much more stringent on 
subcontractors under Phase II. 
Fines and loss of contract for un¬ 
acceptable workmanship or be¬ 
havior will be written into the 
new contracts. 

Personnel 

Morningstar has a new title and 
added responsibility as Chief of 
Administrative Services for GHI 
and GHI Development Corpora¬ 
tion. (GHIDC). William A. Din- 
telman, the new Project Manager 
for GHIDC, was introduced at the 
meeting. His previous position 
was a Project Manager for Colon¬ 
ial Building Group in Baltimore. 

Members and Visitors 

Four members indicated their 
desire to address the board on 
non-agenda items.

Fourth Precinct Creates 
Election Growing Pains 

Because of the increase in city 
population with the opening of 
Greenbrier/Glen Oaks and Wind¬ 
sor Green developments, the city 
election scheduled this September 
will be expanded to include a 
fourth precinct—at the Greenbri- 
ar Community Building, This ad¬ 
dition has necessitated a new city 
council resolution designating the 
number of judges and clerks to be 
employed for the election — one 
judge and three clerks for each 
of four precincts. They will be 
compensated at the rate of $75 
per judge and $60 per clerk. The 
Chairman and members of the 
Board of Elections will be paid 
$75. 

For the first time also, mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Elections 
may assist in the delivery of ab¬ 
sentee ballots. At the July 13 reg¬ 
ular city council meeting, city 
clerk Gudrun Mills explained 
that with a fourth precinct add¬ 
ed, she will have difficulty in 
meeting the requirements of the 
city charter that absentee ballots 
should be delivered to each dis¬ 
trict and certified by the clerk 
within two hours after the clos¬ 
ing of the polls. Since she must 
travel on crowded Greenbelt Rd., 
she pointed out, to both Springhill 
Lake and the new’ Greenbelt East 
precinct, she cannot guarantee to 
meet the deadline. 

Therefore, for this election only, 
if a motion introduced for first 
reading by the city council on 
July 13 is passed, her representa¬ 
tive, a member of the Board of 
Elections, may deliver the ballots. 
Following the election, the Board 
of Elections will consider the en¬ 
tire matter of election procedures. 
They are expected to recommend 
a possible change to the city char¬ 
ter to solve the problem raised by 
the additional precinct. 

Voting polls are located as fol¬ 
lows: Precinct 3 (Center), Center 
School; Precinct 6 (North End), 
St. Hugh’s; Precinct 8 (Springhill 
Lake), Springhill Lake Commu¬ 
nity Building; Precinct 13 
(Greenbelt East), Greenbriar 
Community Building,

on a future agenda if necessary 
any matters that cannot be hand¬ 
led quickly. 

“ ’Gagging' members is not our 
intent.” said Keene, “but having 
some limits is necessary.” She 
pointed out that other groups 
have similar rules. When addres¬ 
sing the school board, members of 
the public are each given 3 min¬ 
utes and asked to make their com¬ 
ments in writing “as Eunice Cox. 
on always does.” “The Board has 
business to conduct and they must 
get at it.” She concluded, "We’d 
like to see visitors and members 
handled expeditiously and the 
board get at the work for which 
it was elected.” Audit Committee 
member Ray McCawiey co-auth¬ 
ored the report. 

The third member, Bettie Den¬ 
son. had inadvertently missed the 
committee meeting, she said. Re¬ 
luctantly and too hastily, she de¬ 
cided later, Denson had allowed 
her name to be added. On July 9 
she read her reasons for disavow¬ 
ing that report. The subject was 
“inappropriate” she said, since the 
Audit Committee’s responsibility 
is to “protect members” not “gag 
them.” “Let’s not lose the spon¬ 
taneity” of member participation, 
the said. 

Smith invited members’ com¬ 
ments. “Member participation is 
a good feature of our board meet¬ 
ings. I would not like to see it 
changed much,” said Joe Compro- 
nit, who couldn’t resist pointing 
out that Keene had taken more 
than three minutes to present the 
Audit committee majority report. 
“It is very unwise to limit mem¬ 
ber participation,” he said to 
Smith, “and I hope you will re¬ 
lax the stringent measures you 
have introduced.” 

“I have no quarrel with Joe 
Comproni,” Hazel „ Wilson said, 
“but I agree with the majority re¬ 
port of the Audit committee . . . 
The Board needs time to do our 
business: too much time has been 
taken up by members.” 

Members Ben Abramowitz, Ev¬ 
elyn Feller, and Betty Deitch all 
supported Comproni's position. 
"We all know Greenbelt is unique 
— even peculiar,” said Deitch. 
"What we do has nothing to do 
with schoolboards or anybody else. 
We were doing fine last year when 
people were not complaining about 
the conduct of meetings.” 

“If 30 minutes is insufficient to 
handle visitors and members then 
the Board should arrange for an¬ 
other evening solely for the mem¬ 
bership. In that way important 
business won’t be held up,” said 
Charles Schwan. “The by-laws 
require the board to meet at reg¬ 
ularly scheduled times to conduct 
business,” he continued. “The on¬ 
ly persons entitled to speak are 
board members. The bylaws only 
permit members to attend board 
meetings, but it has been the cus¬ 
tom, and a useful one, to permit 
members to address the board." 

Concerned about time, Ron Wal¬ 
dron liked the Audit Committee 


I don’t want to stay until mid¬ 
night.” 

Board Discussion 

During the Board discussion 
Steve Curtis had his own propos¬ 
al — a libertarian approach — 
calling for one hour for “meaning¬ 
ful dialogue” between members 
and board but no 3-minutc time 
limit, then two hours for the man¬ 
ager to work with the board and 
a final hour for discussion by 
board members. He suggested that 
separate town meeting style ev¬ 
enings may be needed when 
Phase II gets into full swing. 

Jenkins and Lewis agreed with 
Curtis’s approach. “Last year we 
met every week. We were able to 
accommodate the demands of 
members and normal business,” 
said Jenkins. 

Board member Della Donaldson 
took issue with this approach. 
There had been problems last 
year, she said. "Something does 
have to be done about a time lim¬ 
it.” She agreed with Smith on the 
lack of decorum from time to time 
during debate. “We need to stop 
the childish behavior,” she asser¬ 
ted. “I have been embarrassed by 
fellow members and board mem¬ 
bers. We can get very petty when 
we get emotional.” She would like 
ground rules for behavior but she 
also objected to members not re¬ 
ceiving answers to questions. 

Frank Gervasi preferred 45 min¬ 
utes for members, and while he 
said he did not like structuring 
meetings too much, the idea of a 
list appealed to him. Too often, 
he noted, big decisions are made 
by board members after 11 p.m, 
“when everyone is yawning.” 

In a written statement Smith

laid out five rules for conduct of 
members that he would use. The 
first four are the same as the Aud¬ 
it Committee recommendations; 
the fifth urges members to respect 
rules for public discussion, refrain 
from personal remarks, and speak 
to actions, not motives. “We do 
have one law suit because of what 
was said at a board meeting. We 
have a program worth millions of 
dollars. The board can either pri¬ 
oritize its time and be disciplined 
or management is going to go a- 
head and run the corporation,” 
warned Smith. "I very much want 
this board to provide leadership 
for this corporation.” 

But Curtis was far from sat¬ 
isfied. “No dialogue was mention¬ 
ed,” he said, “and no exchange of 
ideas.” The discussion had come 
full circle with no restriction. 

“I’m concerned we’re going to 
come to a hasty conclusion,” said 
Nat Shinderman. His recommen¬ 
dation, an informal work session, 
was supported by Curtis. In the 
meantime Smith reaffirmed his re¬ 
sponsibility for setting procedures 
under Robert Rules. “These rules,” 
he said, “allow for participation 
and discipline. We’ll be making 
adjustments as we go.”

Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever Season Is Here 

A total of 36 cases of Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever (RMSF) 
has been reported in Maryland to 
date, the half way point in the 
annual RMSF season which gen¬ 
erally runs from May through 
September. 

RMSF is an acute disease caus¬ 
ed by the bite of an infected tick 
and generally characterized by a 
sudden onset of symptoms, with 
moderate to severe fever (occa¬ 
sionally 104 to 106 degrees), se¬ 
vere headaches, chills, fatigue and 
generalized body aching and skin 
rash. The rash usually involves 
the palms of the hands and soles 
of the feet and progresses to¬ 


wards the trunk of the body dur¬ 
ing the course of the disease. 
However, in some cases, no rash 
at all is observed by the patient. 

The disease can be fatal if not 
diagnosed promptly and treated 
with an appropriate antibiotic. 
The major danger with RMSF is 
a patient’s delay in seeking medi¬ 
cal consultation for any illness 
accompanied by a high fever, 
headache and rash at this time of 
year, and in failing to inform the 
physician of a recent tick bite or 
tick exposure. 

Periodic and thorough checking 
for ticks on the body (every two 
to three hours) is the most effec¬ 
tive preventive measure a parent 
can take to reduce risk of tick 
bites to themselves and their chil¬ 
dren.
